26. The body was shipped to 
Gorgon, Iowa, the native home 
of Hinton.

Having lived in Torrance for 
the la'nt. nine months. Hinton wa« 
employed by a bank in- Ingle- 
wood before his death. He had 
lived in West Los Ange.les be­ 
fore moving to Torrance. He 
has lived in California for the 
past 10 years.
